Madrid, April 28. Yefterday Morning the King 


receiv'd an Account from the Duke of Berwick, that 


the 22d Inftanc the Enemy laid Siege to the Caftle of 


Villena, which was garrifon'’d with 450. French ard 
Ir th, defigning by making themfelves Mafters of it to 


-fecure the Entrance into the Kingdom of Valencia : 


The D. of Berwick having Intelligence of the Defign 
of the Allies, and being defirous co fuccour a Place 
of fo great Importance, march’d the 24th frnm 
Chinchilla in Order of Battle towards the Enemy. 
In the Night he had Intelligence in his March, that 
the Enemy being inform'd of his coming, had broke 


“up the Siege of Villena, and were marching with ail 


their Troops to meet him. On this Advice he held 
‘a Council of War, in which it was refovl’d to ad- 
vance. The Troops made all the Expedition they 
could to get through the Mountains into the {pacious 
Plain of Almanfa, where ‘twas propos’d to wait 
forthe Enemy. The Horfe were fent before,#and 
each carried a Foor Soldier behind him, and by 6 
inthe Morning of the 25th our whole Army came 
‘into the Plain, but none of the Enemy appear’d : 
About 9 a Clock the Enemy'sjVanguard came in 
Sight, and foon afczr their whole Army. The 
Dake of Berwick drew up our Army into Order of 
Battle, on very advantagious Ground, and perfonal- 
ly exhor'ed. the Officers and Soldiers to do their 
Duty, and they exprefs’d great Eagernefs to fight. 
Inthe mean time the Enemy made feveral Motions 
to draw our Army from their advantagious Ground ; 
but finding that would not do, they came on at 
oon with a terrible Shout, and: with Sword in 
Hind fell on: They were bravely repuls'd, yet 
made a fecond Attack, which was extraordinary 
vigorous, and lafted above an Hour with great Ob- 
ftinacy on both Sides But at length the French 
orfe broke in among the Portuguefe, fo that the 
Allies were forc’d to retire, with the Lofs of fome 
annon, Baggage, and Standards, and to leave our 
Army Mafters of the Field. The Letter written 
VY the Duke of Berwick to the King, makes no 
Mention how great the Lofs was on either Side ; 
burt fays thar on out's: feveral Officers} of Note 
were kill'd or wounded. This Morning arriv’d ano- 
ther Exprefs from the Duke of Berwick, with an 
Account that by Deferters and Prifoners he was in- 
form’ my Lord Galloway was kill'd-in. the Fight, 
tnd thar the: Marquis-das Minas General of the Por- 


tuguefe was dangeroufly wounded with two Muf- 


. quet-Shots in the Breaft and Shoulder ; that feveral 


of the Enemy's Principal Officers, and a great Num- 

ber of €ommon Soldiers, moft of them Poriuguete, 

are taken Prifoners ; that on our Side abour 2000 

Men were kill’d or wounded ; and that the Enemy's 

Army was retiring towards Valencia, and was fol- 

low'd by ours.

laft Month by the Marfhal Duke of Berwick, has 
brought no other Particulars of che Battle foughe 
the 25th, more than that he detach’d the fame Day 
the Chevalicr d’Asfeldt with all the Horfe and the 
French Dragoons, with Orders to purfue the Enemy 
towards Fuenie la Higuera. The Chevalier came 
up there with 13 Battallions. commanded by Count 
Dhona and Mr. Shrimpton, Majors Gencral, who 
had efcap’d to a Mountain, where they yielded 
themfelves Prifoners of War, and were brought ro 
the Camp the 26:h: The faid Battallions or Regi- 
ments are thofe of Belcaftel, Viffoufe, Torfay, Lifle- 
‘Marais, and Keppefort, Duceh': Thefe of Gorges, 
Portmore, Hull, Macartny, and Britton, Engl:fh: And 
thofe of Don Louis Manuel de Camara, Seba ftian 
de Caftro, and Jofeph Delgado, Portuguefe. So the 
Enemy had in this Bartle about 5000 Men kill'd, 
8000 Soldiers taken Prifoners, and 800 Officers, a- 
mong which are 6 Majors General, 12 Brigadiets, 
_and.20 Collonels. There were taken from them 
- 120 Colours or Standards, all their Ammunition and 
- Artillery, which confifted of 20 Pieces of Cannoh, 
and the greateft Part of their Baggage, which was 
found at Fuente la Higuera. dhe Lofs of the 
Troops of France and Spain does not amount to 
2000 Men kill’d or wounded. M. de Polaftron, and 
the Marquis de Sillery, Brigadiers. of Foot, are the 
_only Officers of Note that were kill’d among the 
French, and Don Diego d’Avila Brigadier of Foot 
among the Spaniards. The Duke de Sarno Majcr 
General who commanded the Life-Guards, was dan- 
geroufly wounded. 
The 12th of this Month, Te Deum was fung to 
Mufick in the Metropolitan Church of this City, in 
Thankfgiving for the Victory obtain’d on the Bot- 
ders of Caftile, by his Majefty’s Troops in Con- 
junction with thofe of the King of Spain. The 
Cardinal de Noailles, Archbifhop of Paris, officiated ; 
the Chancellor of France at the Head of the Couri- 
cil affifted, as did the Superiour Companies and Ma- 
giftrates of the Ciry. In the Evening there were 
Bonfires and Illuminations in the Streets, with all 
Demonftrations of publick Rejoycing.
